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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: claims 1 and 7 specify " a guide member located at the 
lower end of the soil collection receptacle". However, the specification describes the 
"guide member (330)" as being distinct from the collection receptacle (40). See figure 
5a. 

Ciaim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

It is unclear in claims 1 and 7 how the manipulation of the lever, and subsequent 
movement of the guide member, attaches and detaches the dust-collection receptacle 
to and from the vacuum cleaner. 

In claim 3, the phrase "faces the rear part of does not clearly describe the 
orientaiton of the groove. 

Claims 4 and 10 are unclear in scope, since "predetermined depth and width" 
does not specify a technical feature. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 and 7 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Claims 2-6,8-13, would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

USP 6,922,868 and USP 6,782,584 fail to teach or suggest a soil collection 
receptacle attaching/detaching apparatus comprising a guide member positioned below 
the accommodating recess wherein the guide member has guide projections formed at 
the opposite sides and an operation lever adapted to move the guide member up and 
down and provided with a manipulation part and guide holes that cooperate with the 
guide projections. 

As allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant's reply must either 
comply with all formal requirements or specifically traverse each requirement not 
complied with.
